How It Works 


It works out this way:

Con- 
feequently tro $100 000,000 fund is au- 
tomatically kept intact but what ac- 
tually has happened is that congress 
has indirectly given the war depart- 
ment the light to spend $500,000,000 
it by chance the receipts from the sale 
of crovornmeiH property 
or unused 


supplies should amount to that much 
"What may bo truo ot the war depart- 
ment is true ot other departments of 
the government 


The usual thought of the average 


man about government oconomy is to 
teduce personnel. He imagines tlwt 
the government Iws too many em- 
ployes and that the bulk of money is 
paid out in salaries. That isn't the 
fact. 
Much o-f the waste is due to 


bad accounting and the vigue and in- 
definite powos of admimstij-tive olli- 
cera who can buv or sell government 
propelty. Secretary Glass in his> last 
annual report suggested that congress 
meet the needs of government agen- 
cies hereafter "by definite appropria- 
tions with the requirement that all 
receipts acciumg to the United States 
from whatever source shall be cov- 
ered into the tie.is.ury for the general 
purposes of the government." 


Problems like these will engage the 


ttmd of General Dawes when hi> sets 
deep into his iob far moie than the 
salaries of government clerks Mil- 
lions of dollars are spent annually for 
rivei and harhoi work and construc- 
tion projects in which constant adjust- 
ment must bo made between monev 
authorized in one fiscal year but for 
one reason or another is unexpended 
and sums authorized the next year for 
the same general object -without tak- 
ing into account a surplus that may 
have been available 
from previous 


years. 
Government 
economy is as 


much a matter of good bookkeeping 
as watchfulness by congress of ex- 
penditures. There is very little dis- 
honesty in the whole business as the 
records of the government detective 
agencies will 
show but the monev 


spent as a result of carelessness and 
inefficiency 
is 
astonishingly large 


General Dawes may not be popular 
with the rank and file of government 
officials when he gets through hut he 
has blanket authority from Presidsnf 
Harding to go ahead and the execu- 
tive will support him unflinchingly.

President Warns Congress He 


Will Ask for Modification 


of New Law. 


UNFAIR TO ENLISTED MEN 


Fear War Department Will Be 


Handicapped in Secur- 


ing Recruits.

Washington — President 
HartBng 


sent a message to congress Tbrsday 
strongly dissenting from the provi- 
sions in the army appropriation bill 
which reqtiire the army to be reduced 
to 150.000 men by October i. 


The president announced Ms ap- 


proval of the bill but warned congress 
that he does not feel jnstmed in asking 
the secretary of war to enforce dis- 
missal of men prior to expiration of 
enlistment sg wotdd be necessatr if 
the provisions erf the measnre axe car- 
ried into effect. 
The president said 


this provision win cause "very great 
embarrassment" to the army and will 
be demoralizing to the spirit of the 
army itself, probably causing serious 
difficulty in securing enlistments in 
the future. 


The restricQon was vigorously op- 


posed by Secretary of War Weeks, 
who declared it a violation of contract- 


President Harding advised congress 


that he probably would ask additional 
legislation to remove the restrictions 
and said that while the secretary of 
war will seek to avoid creating say 
deficit prohibited by the bSl, every ef- 
fort win be made to deal justly with 
enlisted men, 


Outspoken Message. 


The message was a very orrtspeteen 


document, and is the first serious dis- 
agreement between Harding and lead- 
ers in congress. Hardaig's message 
follows: 


"I am advising the congress of my 


approval of H. R. 5010, a bill making 
provision for the maintenance and sup- 
port of the United States army for 
the year ending June 30. 1922. 


"I cannot resist calling the atten- 


tion of the congress at this time to 
the very great embarrassment in car- 
rying out its provisions while dealing 
unjustly wfth the enlisted forces of the 
army so that a later call for a slight 
modification may not be wholly with- 
out notice. 


"The bin necessitates a very large

In perfect good faith the secretary of 
war win proceed to reduce the army to 
the figure contemplated by the con- 
gress. The normal expiration of en- 
listments directed wifl approximate 
one-half the reduction which the con- 
gress has directed and everv effort 
will be made to meet the requirements 
of the congress at the earnest possible 
day. 


"I would not feel Justified hi ask- 


ing- the secretary of war to enforce 
the dismissal of men who have en- 
listed for a definite term of service. 


Moral Obligation 


"There seems to be a moral obliga- 


tion involved, the violation of which 
would be demoralizing to the spirit of 
the army itself and might prove a 
very serious discouragement when en- 
listments are desired in the fntnre. I 
have thought I ought to say tfeese 
things to the congress now because in 
its earnest desire to reduce the army 
personnel and limit army expendi- 
tures, the congress has especially pro- 
vided thai no deficit shall b«> created. 
The secretary of war will seek to

will cost the city $10.000 less for 1921- 


' 22 than it did for 1920-21 according to 


the budget approved by the board of 
education in its annual meeting at the 
high school Wednesday noon. 


/This year the board asks the city 


council to levy » *ax of S95.000 for 
school rnaintenafo as compared to last 
year's tax levy of $105,090. 
Part of the i«ut in expenses is due to a. 
curtailment of the teaching force. The 
high school faculty had been based on 
an average of 20 pupils to each teach- 
er whereas the standard is about 25 
pupils to each mentor. In spite of the 
fact that an increase of at least 75 is 


' expected 
in enrolment next school 


; year the teaching force was reduced 


by two. This is equivalent to a re- 
duction of five teachers on the basis of 
present enrolment. 


The teacher budget is slightly larg-- 


er than last year because of s^Jary in- 
creases granted a few weks ago. The 
-1921-22 budget is 567,000 while last 


• year it was approximately $66.700. 


The $10,000 reduction m the budget 


represents the savings which are to be 
effected in the expenses of operation 
and^ 
maintenace 
of 
the 
school. 


Roughly estimated it will cost ?28.000 
for general expenses during the com- 
ing school year as compared with $3S,- 
000 for th» year just over. The cost

There has been an increasing tendency 
of late for married women to take po- 
sitions and hold them while at the 
same time a great many younger girls 
have been dropped from the pay rolls. 
Investigation shows that the married 
woman takes more interest m her 
work and is not as frivolous as the girl 
whose mind is centered largely upon 
ways and means of attracting the at- 
tentions of young men. • 


One reason why there are so many 


married young women working now is 
because they married returned sol- 
diers who had spent perhaps throe 
years in service and had been some- 
what handicapped for starting in busi- 
ness, according to Mrs. Rexford Spen- 
cer. 
She said she thought the girls 


who married soldiers were only glad 
to do their bit to help. 


Mrs. G. \V. Smith, who works in the 


Pettibone-Peabody Co.. said that she 
and her husband were boarding with 
relatives and that if she were not 
working she -wouldn't have enough to 
do to occupy her time. She said that 
by both working and boarding, they 
could live much more cheaply than by 
furnishing rooms and keeping house 
at the present price of furniture and 
necessities. 


Mrs. August Schenck said she en- 


joys clerking and she wouldn't have 
enough work at home. She does her 
housework 
before and 
after 
store 


hours and Monday mornings. 


It was learned that one prominent 


Appleton concern recently laid off a 
number of employes, not one of whom 
was married. The employers felt that 
the married girls were more efficient. 
In the first place they would not be 
running from one position to another 
as a great many unmarried girls try 
to do. 


One young married woman stated 


that she felt it was entirelv up to the 
employer. If he discovered that mar- 
ried girls were more reliable, it was 
his privilege to employ all married 


1 girls nnd vire versa. 
On the other 


i hand she felt that unmarried girls who 


I had to work should be considered first 
; because they were dependent upon 
| themselves, while a married woman 


had a husband to depend upon. She 


said she thought in the teaching pro- 
fession an unmarried girl ought to 
have the preference because she had 
prepared and educated herself for the 
position while the married woman per- 
haps had taught for several years and 
had therefore received compensation. 


It was thought by many that the 


reason why many girls are unemploy- 
ed at present is because they probably 
are experienced in just one kind of 
work. If they are working at a cer- 
tain tvpe of machine in a mill and the 
mill closes down, these girls can not 
immediately get positions as clerks or 
as stenographers, because they are not 
prepared or experienced in these lines. 
Therefore the employers turn to mar- 
ried women who have had the neces- 
sary training and experience. 


Many married women express them- 


selves to the effect that a capable, ex- 
perienced or well prepared girl wheth- 
er married or single will probably se- 


j cure a position if she is reliable, while 
one that is totally inefficient will be 
S. O. L., whether she is married or 
single.

Fortunately for the United States the 


reel-Jess and altogether mysterious policy 
of the author of the senate resolution is re- 
pudiated. The people refused to follow him 
in this absurd and dishonorable course and 
they impressed their feelings so strongly 
upon the house that it refused to be forced 
into line by the usually persuasive politi- 
cians of the senate. If a peace resolution 
is to be passed, we now have, it apparently 
in its most harmless form. After it is 
passed the situation will be the same and 
we shall still have to negotiate peace with 
Germany. 


THE RIGHT MAN FOR ECONOMY 
The administration could not have 


picked out a better man for the import- 
ant post of director of the budget than 
Mr. Dawes. In the first place he has a 
clear conception of financial affairs and 
knows how to handle and direct the use 
of money. He is a keen administrator, and 
will be quick to detect unnecessary esti- 
mates and to place his fingers upon extra- 
vagances. 


Mr. Dawes has undertaken this work 


to ene the president genuine economy in 
the expenditure of public funds and to 
advise him with regard to appropriations. 
Whatever Mr. Dawes undertakes he sees 
through and 
whatever he does he does 


•well. He has ample courage to deal with 
politicians, no matter how deep may be 
their emotions or how loud their threats. 
He has no use for red tape, inefficiency 
and that species of log-rolling politics un- 
der which the pork barrel thrives so no- 
toriously. It will be a lean pork barrel 
while he presides at the counter. 


A complete new system is to be put into 


operation for the making of estimates. 
Every executive and administrative head j 
will be held directly responsible for each ! 
estimate, will be required to revise it fre- 
quently and will have his record for econo- 
my, fully and searchingly analyzed by the 
budget director, before the president for 
examination and study. 
Every induce- 


ment is to be made to influence those who 
prepare estimates to scale them down to 
the limit. Rewards and punishments axe a 
part of this program. Another phase of 
the new policy is that when the budget is 
once in it cannot be exceeded, and repre- 
sents the maximum which can be spent. 


This policy will save the government 


millions of dollars for the simple reason 
that in the past no one made any attempt 
to keep within estimates, and practically 
every department habitually exceeded ap- 
propriations and helped to create a large 
deficiency bill. There were so many loose 
ends and so much extravagance that no 
official pretended economy. The idea was 
to spend all that could be gotten, and then 
to go in debt. 


"With congress disposed to make no re- 


ductions in the military establishment, and 
the prospects of disarmament exceedingly 
doubtful, thevnecessity for administrative 
economy becomes all the greater. If we 
have to go on sinking billions into the navy 
•we can at least make the dollars count in 
all other agencies of government. This 
is the purpose of the new budget system, 
and it is the very personal purpose of Mr. 
Dawes. to whom we may look for some 
real results in the line of fiscal retrench- 
ment. 


GERMANY COMING BACK 


That Germany is "coming back" in- 


dustrially faster than any other European 
nation, is the almost unanimous opinion of 
close students of affairs abroad. 
Pro- 


duction is showing a healthy increase, es- 
pecially in the basic industries, and each 
month shows a decrease in unemployment. 


The relations between employers and 


employes seem to have been more general- 
ly adjusted than in other countries, with 
the result that Germany is practically free 
of strikes. 


The German genius for organization and 


economical production seems to have re- 
asserted itself, and there are reports of 
new and more highly developed forms of 
organization, designed to aid the German 
people in the great task which the allies' 
nnal reparation terms have set for them. 


The prediction has been frequently

OUR FAULTY ECONOMIC SYSTEM 
Dispatches 
from California 
recently 


told of great piles of harvested fruits there 
being left to rot. Now come reports from 
Maine that thousands of barrels of pota- 
toes have been dumped into the fields of 
that state because of no profitable mar- 
ket. Every so often we have conditions 
of this kind in various parts of the coun- 
try. Fruit or vegetables of qne sort or 
another cannot be marketed at a profit, 
and are either not harvested or are not 
sold after being stored. 


In some instances these losses are a re- 


sult of speculation. Markets at times are 
artificially manipulated in such a way that 
price depressions fail to bring out food 
supplies, with the result that they become 
a total loss. In some instances growers 
themselves store their products for a rise 
and a long price. In the event that this 
is realized they come out all right, but oc- 
casionally it happens that the market goes 
to a very low level and the products go to 
rot. 


Losses of this kind are a result of an 


economic system which at times is faulty 
and other times vicious. The men who 
raise and the men who merchandise fruit 
are primarily the victims of this system, 
but the public in reality is the greatest suf- 
ferer when it comes to economic waste. 
One of the problems of commerce and gov- 
ernment is to so correct this system so 
that waste will be reduced to a minimum 
and products will flow normally, efficient- 
ly and profitably from the soil to the con- 
sumer through such channels as may be 
required to make the distribution most 
perfect.

The commission's order will increase 
the minlmam wage for experienced 
employes over 1" years of age to 25c 
per hour after August 1, 1921, in cities 
with a population of 5,096 and over 
and In communities which are a part 
of the industrial area of such cities. In 
other parts of the state the present 
rate, for experienced employes of 25c 
is left unchanged. 


The beginning rate during the first 


three months of the learning period is 
reduced from ISc per hour to 16c per 
hour. No change is made in the pres- 
ent rate of 20c per hour for the sec- 
ond three months of employment in 
any Industry, and similarly BO change 
is made in the present provision of a 
sis months learning period. For minor 
employes between 14 and 16 years of 
age the new rate is 16c per hour dur 
ing the first year of employment and 
20c per hour during the second year, 
instead of a flat 18c rate for all chil- 
dren up to 16. Minors between 15 and 
IT may be paid 16c per hour during 
the first sis months in any industry 
and must be paid 20c thereafter.

have noticed that it is entirely disre- 
garded by the critics of Japan."

"Why, of course," says he, "every 


nation has them. Japan with the rest, 
But they do not mould nor in any 
way affect Japan's national policy-^ 
not in the slightest degree.

ance of which the lifo and comfort of 
the community depend.
